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Introduction 


This book should be used together with a good dictionary of Thai language. This is the first one of the three books. 
The way the books were written was centered around the possible combinations of alphabets, vowels, and intonation 
symbols. By writing the book this way, I think that one can bring out to light a characteristic which is unique to the 
Thai language, that the smallest parts comprised of alphabets, vowels, and intonation symbols mentioned above are 
complete and can be played around in more or less the same manner as a child playing with a jigsaw puzzle. 


Basic knowledge about the Thai language and grammar 


Weg sus (Alphabets) 


There are 42 alphabets in Thai language. There used to be 44 at the time the capital moved from Ayudhya to 
Bangkok, the present capital. Two of them were made obsolete officially. The reason was because they were used in 
very few words and because both of them could easily be replaced by another alphabet of exactly the same sound. 
Two words which has been changed because of this were the words for UIA and @U which were written using other 
alphabets which were similar to U and 1. 

Because the thai alphabets comprises of many alphabets of the same sound, for example @, %, and @, and also 
because the vowels and the intonation symbols used in the Thai language occurs in various positions, for example. ;

It is almost impossible to transcribe Thai into Roman alphabets, and may be because of this reason there has not

In studying this section, the most important thing is to try writing the Thai alphabets. Next, one should look up 
the meaning of example words and phrases from a good dictionary. It should be good if you could memorize the 
rhyme which accompany each alphabet. The list of all alphabets, including the rhyme, is shown in Table 1 and 2.

The combination can be best 
described as a protocol for the rest in Thai language since middle alphabets can be combined with any vowels 
and sound symbols. The first sound for short vowels can not be written down in Thai, and they are not used 
(eventhough they may be pronounced.)
